The trouble on-Jast Wednes- 
day tight was caused by some of the hoods, 
which cover the lamps,.totiching the-lamps | 
ineide, and allowing the current to escape 
instead of passing throngh fhe lamps 2a 
usual, On tha noxt day it was necessary 
to remove the hoods to get them enlarged, 
and provont a recurrence of tho mishap, 
and this was done although it was known 
that in the unprotected state-of tho lamps 
a heavy: fall of rain would causa ‘their ex- 


tinction. ‘There did.not,then appear any. |- 


pro‘ability of rain, as none had fallen for 
mouths, besides it waa nok ysual during 
this, the dry season, - » : 

Unfortunately however rain came on, cn 
Saturday night, and prevented the. con- 
tinuance of the Electric Light, and conse- 
quently the lighting has had to be suspend- 
ed until. the hoods could’.be enlarged and 
replaced and. the insulators that siipport the 
lamps could be examined and cleaned.
